Joined by a staff of doctors, nurses' 
'and other trained Belief workers. 
For thirty days there was a daily 
'average of 15,000 persons depend- 
ent upon the Red Cross for suste- 
•nance, shelter and clothing. 


At the^same time a large staff of 


Red Cross workers and nurses had 
been sent to Porto Rico, where for 
several weeks the organization was 
feeding and clothing more than 
400,000 men, women and children. 
Here shelter was not such a great 
requirement, but the spread of con- 
tagion became a serious matter and 
a large group of nurses had to be 
sent by the Red Cross. 


The Red Cross, through procla- 


mation by President Coolidge, also 
president of the Red Cross, and 
Judge John Barton Payne, chair- 
man, asked the public to contribute 
a minimum of §5,000,000 for the 
relief of the sufferers in the hurri- 
cane. 
"Within a short period of 


time, this sum had been given by 
the public, and was oversubscribed.
